Secretary o f the Nav y Kno x ’s anno uncement that 
American warships are to be used in co nv o y ing o ur mer­ 
chantmen sho uld cause little surprise, inasmuch as* there 
is no o ther way in which the safety o f cargo bo ats can 
be ensured. 
That is the co ro llary to Presi­ 
dent Ro sev elt’s o rder that ship­ 
ping be pro tected in o ur defensiv e 
waters. If that o rder is to be en­ 
fo rced there is no alternativ e to 
the emplo y ment o f stro ng nav al 
esco rts, well bo lstered with the 
fast, to ugh destro y ers which make mitted that lo gic no t infrequently 
a special business o f dealing with j blo ws up in o ne’s face in war time.

There 
is no co nfirmatio n o f this claim, 
but we do kno w that there has 
been a steady lo ss o f British ships. 
Less than fo ur mo nths ago , o n 
May 27, President Ro o sev elt sum­ 
med the po sitio n up thus grimly : 
“ The blunt truth o f this seems 
to be this—and I rev eal this with 
the full kno wledge o f the British 
go v ernment: the present rate o f 
Nazi sinkings o f merchant ships 
is mo re than three times as high 
as the capacity o f British ship­ 
y ards to replace them; it is mo re 
than twice the co mbined British 
and American o utput o f merchant 
ships to day .” 
If two and two make fo ur, then 
a co ntinuatio n o f such a lo ss must 
mean that American aid wo uld 
lie ro tting at the bo tto m o f the 
sea, and that the allies wo uld 
meet defeat. Lack o f sufficient 
British warships to pro tect ship­ 
ping has been a majo r cause o f 
these heav y lo sses. A so mewhat 
similar situatio n in the wo rld war 
almo st bro ught disaster to the 
allies, and it was the inauguratio n 
o f stro ng American nav al co n­ 
v o y s which had much to do with 
sav ing the day . 
Will there be sho o ting between 
o ur co nv o y s and Nazi raiders? 
Of 
co urse there will, fo r it must be 
ex pected that U-bo ats will inv ade 
o ur no rth Atlantic ro ute to Ice­ 
land. 
Ho wev er, it remains to be seen 
whether Herr Hitler will fo rce 
the issue far eno ugh to bring o n 
war, o r whether he will try to 


There has been a distinct slo w­ 
ing do wn o f the U-bo at campaign 
fo r so me weeks no w, but we can 
be sure that this is o nly a tem­ 
po rary respite. Hitler hasn’t been 
emplo y ing any thing like the to tal 
fleet he is generally believ ed to 
po ssess. 
There are two ex cellent rea­ 
so ns fo r this. One is that he needs 
U-bo ats fo r o peratio ns against the 
Russian nav y in the Baltic, and 
the o ther is that he is getting set 
fo r po ssible o peratio ns against 
the Bo lshev ists in the Black Sea 
and has been shipping light sub­ 
marines acro ss co untry to Ruman­ 
ian and Bulgarian po rts. 
Ho wev er, the time will co ma 
when the Fuehrer will be ready to 
unleash his pack again in the 
Atlantic—and it is likely to be a 
fo rmidable o ne. As lo ng ago as 
last February he was repo rted 
to hav e 6 00 submarines ready fo r 
actio n. Germany has lo st so me 
sihce then, but must hav e far mo re 
than replaced her lo sses, since 
she has been turning o ut these 
craft by mass pro ductio n. The 
number o f 
Italian 
submarines 
av ailable is a matter o f guess 
wo rk, but it isn’t large. The Vichy 
go v ernment also has 6 0 under­ 
water bo ats—if Herr Hitler can 
get them. He is do ing his best. 
By the way : A no table dev elo p­ 
ment o f the day is the Russian 
mo v e in o rdering all male civ ilians 
between the ages o f 16 and 5 0 to 
undergo military training, begin­ 
ning the first o f nex t mo nth.

Teething children do chew hard 
substances. % They need a teething 
ring. 
This is easily noticed and 
adjusted. 
It is the queer eaters 
that bother m others. Sometimes 
a child refuses milk, or eggs, or 
cereal, one of the accepted items 
of children’s diet. 
W hen this is 
persistent, see the child specialist. 
There are some children who 
cannot take milk, 
or eggs, 
or 
cereal with good results. It is un­ 
wise to insiste unless one is sure 
that there is no physical cause for 
the refusal. Only the skilled spe­ 
cialist knows about this and, as it 
is highly im portant to the health 
of the child, he should be con­ 
sulted early. 
Children im itate the eating hab­ 
its of those about them. 
"He is 
a regular Greenaway; loves his 
cabbage,” does not so much imply 
hereditary taste as im itation. The 
Greenaways 
eat 
cabbage 
and 
speak w ith gusto when it appears 
on the table. The young Green­ 
aways will do the same. 
I t is 
then, the duty of the 
grown up people to be careful 
about w hat they say whqn food is 
offered them. If they eat it with 
apparent enjoyment the children 
will do the same very soon. If 
they m ake faces, sniff, push the 
dish way and say, “I never could 
eat tha t stuff; I can’t see how you 
can even taste it; it makes me 
sick just to see it,” you can be 
sure the listening children will 
note those words and act upon 
them. 
A good way to introduce a new 
dish to children is to serve it to 
the grown-tips who eat it with evi­ 
dent enjoyment. Serve none of it 
to the children unless they ask for 
it, and then be stingy with it. 
"Just a little; I really cooked this 
for father*” will whet the appetite 
for it. 
Never serve enough of a 
new dish. 
Leave something of 
hunger for it so tha t the next 
service will be welcomed.

Ferns do not seem to h ave in­ 
spired our poets in th e same mea­ 
sure th a t flowers h ave, but one 
poet became enamored of th e lady 
fern and wrote 
“But not by burn 
In wood or dale 
Grows anyth ing so fair 
As th e palmy crest of em 
erald pale 
• 
Of th e lady fern 
Wh en th e sunbeams turn 
To gold h er delicate h air.” 
Th is tribute comes often to my 
mind, for wh ile I seldom frequent 
“wood or dale” w h ere th e lady 
fern m akes h er h ome, with in th e 
h ospitable bounds of my lath ed 
garden th e lady fern often ap­ 
pears in th e moss w ith wh ich we 
line h anging baskets. 
Here sh e 
grews w ith a lusty root and deli­ 
cate gronds, and to pluck h er out 
is more th an I h ave h eart to do, 
even wh en h er vigorous growth 
promises to usurp th e basket to 
th e detrim ent of th e plant for 
wh ich it was intended. 
At th is season of th e year th e 
lady fern and oth er ferns wh ich 
are more or less bare in th e win­ 
ter begin to sh ow in th eir paling 
fronds th a t th ey sense fall is in 
th e air. 
I never see a fall-fading fern 
frond but th ere comes to my mind 
a fern bank known in my girl­ 
h ood days. 
On a path from our 
summer h ome to a nearby lake 
we came quite abruptly from th e 
woods to a little strip of sunny 
meadow. 
Th e h ill beyond was 
again cool and woodsy, and on 
th e bank sloping to th e meadow 
was a great colony of ferns. Th is 
was simply one more expanse of 
cool green 
during th e 
general 
summer greeness, but wh en th e 
first frost fell it was a sh eet of 
pale gold in th e September sun­ 
sh ine—quite startling 
to come 
upon so suddenly. 
I love th e fall of th e year. If 
th ere is about it a gentle mel­ 
anch oly 
, th ere is al­ 
so an inevitableness and a prom­ 
ise wh ich 
are steadying to th e 
soul. 
Th e leaves will fall, th e 
flowers w ill fade, summer will 
go, and no h and m ay stay h er 
going. 
Yet will sh e return. Wh en 
w inter 
snows are 
melted and 
winter winds 
are spent, green 
will spring th e grass again in field 
and meadow, fresh will th e leaves 
cover barren 
bougns, 
fragrant 
flowers will scent th e air of an­ 
oth er summer, and on th e fern 
bank once again 
will sway th e 
delicate fronded green. 
Summer and winter, seedtime 
and h arvest, day and nigh t, th e 
storm and th e rainbow of prom 
ise, sorrow for a nigh t but joy 
coming in th e 
morning—some­
